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NEW MEXICAN OUTLAWS. 


Vapture of a Notorious Gang of Ban- 
dits—‘** fhe Kia’? and his Men. 
Santa Fe Srecia! Dispatch, Dyccember 2s. 

Ata late hour last vight three of the most 
desperate outlaws who ever infestetl the Ter- 
sitory were brought to town and placed under 
charge of che military autborities, the jail not 
being deemcd safe enough. Thbheyare Billy 
Smith, nicknamed ‘tthe Kid,’’ Dave Rude- 
bauch and William Wilson. For four years 
past these, with otbers, bave ruled Lincoln 
county with the pistol and Winchester rifle, 
committing atleast a dozen murders during 
thattime. The outlaws were captured three 
daysugost Stinking Springs, avout sixteen 
miles east of Fort Sumner. According to the 
accounts ofthe men, the capture was easily 
effected. It was as a great asurprise to them 
as to the public generally. They 
ipat at Sumper during the latter part 
of the week they were informed that 
the **Kid”? and his gang were 
at Stinking Springs, and having collected a 
posse of sixteen nen they went after them. 

he **Kid’s’’ party consisted of Dave Iude- 
baugb, the murderer of Lopez, the Las Vegas 

Jailer: Billy Wilson, Tom Pickett and Chas. 

Bowdre, making with himseif five men in all. 

The posse under Sheriff Garrett reached 

Stinking Springs just before day-break, and 

surrounded the housein which the ‘*hid’’ 

and bis mev were quartered. They satistied 
themselves that the outiaws were in the house 
and then waited quietiv for tbem to come out. 

Soon after it had become light enoughto see 

perfectly one of the dvors of the house 

opened and a man stepped out. 

The besiegers thoughtit was the **kKid’’ and 

fired. Themwan went back into the house, 

iben came out again and fel! dead. It was 
then ascertained that Charles bowdre had 
been shot. The posse continued to guard the 
pouse until reariy dark, when the outlaws 
surrendered, altbough the *‘hid’’ was vio- 
lentiy opposed toit, and were made secure 
by their captors.

One bundred and (wenty-sevea miles sou'h- 
east of Las Vegas, New Mexico, is Fort Sum- 
ner, once the base Of operations against the 
Indians Who committed depredations against 
ithe stockmen. ‘Lhe fort was abandoned some 
‘en or twelve years x20, owing tothe remp- 
valoftroops further soutb, toward the bor- 
cer of Mexico. The property was condemned 
and sold to Vete Maxwell, a well-known 
ranchman ofthe section. Since then it has 
heen a depot of supplies for siockmen and a 
stave station on the postal route te the Pecos 
Valiev and Panhandle, Texas. é‘

For a number of years the people of eastern 
New Mexico and Jl’anhandile, Texas, have 
been harassed by agang who have run off 
stock, burned ranches and committed acts of 
violence and murder. It was only recently 
that the leaders and organization of the banu 
were discovered. The leaders are Billy the 
Kid, so-called from bis youth; Dave Ruda- 
baugh, Billy Wilson and Tom O’Phaliar, the 
four loungers about Fort Summer. 
Tbe Kid isthe captain of the gang. Tneir 
Tastness is about thirty-five miles nearly due 
east from Fort Sumner, on the edge of tbe 
great Staked Piain. In that region there is a 
smalliake called Las Portales. It is sur- 
reunded by sieep hills from which flow nu- 
merous streams tbat feed the little lake. This 
piace tbe robbers selected for their resort 
mainly on account of the opportunities it af- 
forded them for stock thieving. No matter 
from what direction the storm came, it drove 
to the Jake the herds of cattle which roam at 
large in thisrich grazing country. - There the 
band built for themselves one of those rude 
ducouts so common on the Western frontier. 
two sides formed by the side of the hill, the 
other two constructed of sod and dirt plas- 
tered together, andthe Whole covered by a 
thatched roof. Stockades or corrals were 
buiit near by in which to put stolen 
siock. During pleasant Weather the 
members of the yang lounged about Fort 
Summeror other station in that section. 
When the storm sent cattle scudding over the 
jaime, to the baven afforded by the hill-pro- 
cvled lake bas in, the gang wouid hurry to 
their rendezvous and cut out fromthe herds 
the best eattie, driving them into their cor- 
ra), whence they were later sent to market. 
Their bootv was large, for they hada vast 
stock to select from, the wbole country fora 
distance of one buvudred and fifty miles either 
way being arich, continuous pasture, Be- 
sides the active members of the band, there 
were many who had apparently some seitied 
occupation, and made themselves useful in 
disposing of the stolen’. cattle. In 
every town of op size within a radius of 150 
miles there were butchers who dealt regular- 
ly in this stolen stock. When supplies from 
roving herds ran short the desperadoes would 
makearaid on herds that were cuarded, at- 
tacking rancbes and killing or driving off the 
ipmates. Besides their station at Lis Por- 
tales, they had one at Bosque Grande, fifty 
miles to the southwest and another at Great- 
house’s ranch, fifty milestotbe north. When- 
ever they were pursued when running off 
stock, they bad the choice of three places to 
which to resort. 

The people of the surrounding country 
finally found the existence of this band un- 
endurable. After repeated searches which 
failed. owing to the smaliness of the pursu- 
ing parties, it was resolved to organize sever- 
al bands, who should co-operate in acam- 
paign, which sbould end only when the 
Satlawe were driven out of the country, or 
their capture, dead or alive, was effected. 
The authorities of the several counties which 
pordered on the country ranged over by the 
Kid’s gang had been repeatedly petitioned to 
send out a posse of mento huntthem down, 
but, as Las Portales was on disputed terri- 
tory. the authorities were never able to settle 
upon apn sy of action. At last the ranch-

In the latter part of 
November Garrett, with a force of fourteen 
men madea dash for Bosque Grande, riding 
all nigbt, and there succeeded in capturing 
five of the outlaws. One ofthem was acon- 
demned murderer who had escaped 
from jail; another of them was a murderer 
for whose arrest $1,500 had been offered. 
These sretbe sort cf men who re isforce 
the band. Las Portsles has long been an 
as\lum for fugitives from justice. Bosque 
Grande (Great Fores!) is situated in one of 
the most fertile regions of the West, and as 
ithe rich Jands bordering onthe Pecos Kiver 
are the objective point of many who intend 
to settle in the Territory, it was thought best 
to rid that region of the outlaws first, in or- 
der that none might be deterred from set- 
thing there. Precautions bave been taken 
which wiil preventthis refuge of the hand 
from ever sheltering them agpsin. 


It was expected thatthe two other parttes 
would work with Garrett’s band, but the 
Panhandle psrtv were delayed, owing to 
scarcitylof feed,and the White Oaks angers 
had their hands fuil io another quarier. the 
lutter party had a brush with the Kid. 

tudabaughb, Wilson, and several others at 
Coyote Springs, near the Oaks camp, and the 
outlaws succeeded in escaping, although two 
had their horses shot from undertbem.

On one occasion he 
was hotiy pursued ana was obliged to take 
refuge in @ bouse in Lincoln, which was sur- 
rounded by colored soldiers. To the demand

Winchester rifle, leaped from the burniag 
building and msde adash forliberty. Al}l 
the while he was running he kept tiring from 
bis Winchester, bringing down a number of 
his pursuers. jullets whistled over his 
bead, but he made his escape, and leapiuog on 
na horse was soon laughing at bis pursuers. 
There is no telling how many mien he bas 


killed. He sets no value on human life, and 


| bas never hesitated at murder when it would 


Wailace afew days 
ugo offered a reward of $500 for his capture, 
and prominent citizens would make up a 
handsome purse in addition.

He left the Ohio home where his peopie, who 
are all highly esteemed, still reside several 
vears ayo. After being engaged in the cattie 
business in Texas for some time he came to 
New Mexico. When the excitement broke 
outover the new camp at White Orks he 
went there and was engaged in the butcher- 
ing business. He was always considered a 
‘mait, energetic fellow and was well thought 
of. imsome way the Kid persuaded him to 
join his party, and it was by him that much 
of the forged paper was put int6 circulation. 

Tom O’Phailier isa Texan, and is also a 
man Of good appearance. He has a ruddy, 
beaming face, and can be an exceedingly 
agreeabiv companion. He has been with the 
band from the first, and has committea many 
crimes. 

Dave Rudabaugh is 36 vears old, and was 
born in New York city, where he lived until 
about eight yearsago. He has raided over 
southern Kansas, the Indian nations, Texas, 
southern Coloradoand New Mexico. It would 
not be difficult to establish charges of murder 
against him inany or all of those States and 
Territories. In Colorado, a few years ago, he 
ran off some Government stock,and, while pur- 
sued by a detachment of soldiers, he killed a 
Sergeant and two privates. He once headed 
aunaettack on the Las Vagas jail, in order to 
liberate one of his friends, and shot down a 
xuard who interfered. He is a thorough 
desperado in look, word ana action, ready at 
all times fora fight. He thinks no more of 
putting a bullet through a human brain than 
through the bull’s eve of the target, be- 
fore which be is continually practicing. He 
is five feet eight inches tall, and weighs about 
180 peunds. He has a swarthy complexion, 
black hair and beard, and hazel eyes, whose 
cruel, defiant expression has often been

' $HE SULTAN’S LEVEE. - 


Pomp Around the Representative of the 
Bankrupt Ottoman Empire. 
’ From a Constantinople Letter. 

We arsisted atthe grand Bairam ceremo- 
nies at Dolma Baghtche Palace yesterday. 
T’be Sultan bolds a levee, and receives ail the 
ministers, officials, add officers, who congrat- 
ulate bis majesty and wish him a prosperous 
Bairam or festival. The diplomatic body was 
ushered through a number of lofty passages, 
through countless salons blazing with gilt, 
Damascus silks and marqueterie, into what 
is consideredthe most magnilicent throne- 
room jin the world. It isagigantic oval, 
with glittering wood floor, and whose a 
upbeld atan immense height by splendid 
Corinthian columns of fluted marble, of that 
fine pink-veined quality only quarried at 
Lesbos. Every inch of the roof is covered 
with a fresco painting of such artistic style 
thatit can hardly be distinguished from 
groups of flowers, arabesques, etc,.in bold 
relief. Great windows let in the giorious 
light of day at either end, and near 
one of those windows was the throne, at that 
moment unoccupied. It isalow, wide sofa, 
about tive feet long, whose back, iegs and 
siges are coverea with plates of goid, and 
covered with a red silk cushion studded with 
stars. 

W ben we entered the Salle du Trone it was 
filling with the throng of government Officials, 
some of whom had come from long distances 
io pay their court to their sovereign. One 
venerable snowy-bearded pasha was pointed 
out to me as the governor of the previace of 
Hedjaz, the most distant Turkish vilayet, 
and who had spent pearly three months en 
route. This glittering array of uxiforms was 
slowly placing itself in 2» double line all 
around the nall, aod more were pouring in 
constantly and taking their places. The cab- 
inet ministers, prominent among whom was 
Behram Agha, tbechief eunuch, an attenua- 
ted old *“*darkey’’ in a gold-bespattered dress 
coat, placed themselves in a line, standing, 
behind the geld divav. Without an excep- 
tion, they all wore the grand cordon of the 
Osmanie with the ‘*Crackat’’ 1n brilliants. 
Pretty soon about two thousand persons were 
in, ali in full uniform, cflicers in epaulettes 
and swords, muftis in flowing robes of geeen, 
purple, cream-white, and bieu tendre, with 
tight, black costs showing off weil with their 
splendid tigures, wih the double range of 
silver cartridges on each breast, a8d tbeir 
Astrachan caps balf concealing the classic 
features cf descendants of the oldestracez in 
Asia. 

Presently a sortof thrill runs through the 
lire of patientcfiicial-,each man steps well 
into line, adjusts his gold collar, tilts the fez 
a quaiter of an inch furtber back, gives a last 
tux at bis new gloves, the folding coors at one 
side near the throne are flung oven, and wel- 
comed by a pealing crashfroum the Imperial 
Band inthe gallery, the autocrat of Tarkey 
slowly stepped into view andtook his place 
on the throne.

‘Traders assert that no 
one’s life is safe among the islands, nor will 
it be so until there is a radical change in the 
relations which nourish contempt in the na- 
tive mind for Englishmen.

The Revolt of the Boers. 
From the New York Herald. 

The present outbreak is due in some meas- 
ure to the inactivity of the British after the 
first Boer risingin 1879. In March of that 
year over 4,000 well-mounted, equipped and 
atbletic Dutchmen encamped near Heidelberg. 
For one month they deliberated whether they 
shouldattack or not. The British were not 
idle meanwhile, and though but one company 
of infentry was in the garrison, arms were 
plentiful. Lasgers were formed in various 
parts of thetown. Pretorius started with all 
bis followers, but littie by little they fell away 
from bim. He was met by the British com- 
mander with a slender staff of secretaries. 
He said that the Boers sought their inde- 
pendence, and foreed a concession from his 
adversary. That concession was comprised 
in one word ‘**hope,’’ and that one word has 
done more harm to the British power in the 
Transvaal than all the despotic acts of which 


it hag been guilty since the Republic was without spreading the 
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apnexed.~ Thousands of Boers have 
hovering between two allegiances, unwilling 
to bow decidedly to either. They all retains 
lively recoll of their independence. 
Thev haye found that the reasons given by 
the British for seizing the Transvall were not 
the true ones. It was the discovery of dia. 
monds and opening up fresh fields of labor in 
the gold district of Leydenburg and Eerste}. 
ling thatled totheir annexation. By what 
was termed the “Orange River Convention,” 
the river from which the compact 
took its mame was made the  north- 
ern limit of the possesions of the British. The 
discovery of precious minerals gave the latter 
achance to upset the treaty and push the 
frontier to a line which conveniently em. 
braced the possession of the hidden wealth. 
Tney pretended that the Boer Government 
could pot maintain order among such a Babel 
of desperadoes as was formed by the miners 
and their gin palaces. They persuaded the 
Caffre tribes to submit to the new white rule. 
They gave Secocarni their moral support 
against the Dutch, and thev boasted thet they 
hsd effected the annexation of a country 
ratber larger than France without spilling a 
drop of blood and at the cost of a little station- 
ery and a quarter of a million of bad debts, 
The boast has not altogether been Verified. 


THE COTTON KING. 


The Largest Planter and One of the 
Largest Manufacturers inthe World, 
From the Louisville Courier Journal. 


Mr. Richardson, of Cresson, Miss., is the 
largest cotton plunter in the world, and is the 
cotton king of America. He has worked 
hard all his life and is still working, He is 
popular with the masses and especially so 
withjbis colored laborers. He is generally 
believed to have accumulated from $15,000, - 
000 to $20,000,000, all made in the South, the 
peor South. Eight bundred hands are em- 
ployed in ¢he factories, three-fourths of 


whom are women, gathered from 
the surrounding country,. cood, 
faithful, industrious and in- 
telligent. The remaining fourth are men and 


boys, gatbered from various places, a few 
from the North and a few from England and 
Scotland, who work 400 loomsand 18,000 
spindles. In cotton these mills consume daily 
from eighteen to twenty bales, besides an 
enormous quantity of wool, obtained mostly 
fromthe Florida parishes of Louisiana on 
Lake Pontchartrain. The prices of the pro- 
ducts of these milis are kept downto rock* 
bottom, and these mills being situated in the 
Southern cotton beit and in the wool-produc- 
ing districts, and no freights to pay oncotton, 
their facilities for buying the raw material 
are without doubt unsurpassed and they can 
thus undersell all others. Their savings in 
freight, having to pay none at 
all, amount to seven or eight 
dollars per bale. These goods find a ready 
sale in all the large cities. The mills are now 
running day and night, using the Brush 
electric lights, making the buildings as bright 
as day. ‘The night hands are separate and 
distinct from those that work in the day. 
All bands work harmoniously together. 
There has never been a strike nor any threats 
ofsuchathing. There is no colored labor 
employed, except five men as firemen. This 
labor can not be utilized to manage the 
loomsand spindles. The monotonous hum- 
ming and droning of the machinery, it is 
claimed, -would invariably soothe the negro 
to sleep and let the looms run wild andthe 
spindles foul. Hence he is not considered 
available as a laborer in- cotton factories. 
Cresson is avery thriving town and its pop- 
ulation orderly and temperate. Thereis not 
a grog shop in the town. 


A Relic of the Confederacy.

The Danubian Floating Milis.

The floating grain mills onthe Danube are 
perhaps its most curious feature. Fancy two 
canal boats moored parallel to each other, iu 
mid-river, akout fifteen or twenty feet apart, 
and supporting between them the crank of a 
cvigantic miil-wheel, turned by the current of 
the stream. Fancy, moreover, the sides of 
one of these boats carried up one storv high- 
er than those of the other, then roofed over, 
ala Noah’s Ark, with doors and windows as 
necded—and you have a fair idea of these Dan- 
ube grain mils, some four or tivethousand of 
which, in groups often ora dozen together, 
are scattered along this watery highway, all 
the way down from Vienna to Belgrade. 
Each mill is inseribed with its owner’s 
name, and | found time, in passing, to copy 
one or two, such as ‘‘Juhas Istvanv ces 
Landos’’ and *‘Jonasvitch Makopoponi,”’ as 
being curious samples of Magyar peasant 
nomenclature. As the steamer goes shoot- 
ing by these mills, so close that the slow 
‘*clack, clack” of the mill wheel is distinctly 
audible, itis amusing to note the inmates 
looking for all the world like Humpty Dump- 
ty in the play, rushing to their doors or Win- 
dows to wave a salute and have a look at the 
passengers.
